DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 11-16, 18, 22-33, 35 and 50-55 are currently pending in the instant 
application. Applicants have cancelled claims 1-10, 17, 19, 20, 21, 34 and 36-49 and 
added new claims 50-55 in amendment filed on November 30, 2007. 

I. Priority 

The instant application is a 371 of PCT/US04/36563, filed on November 3, 2004 
and claims benefit of US Provisional Application 60/516,887, filed on November 3, 
2003. 

II. Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statements (IDS) submitted on October 6, 2006, 
November 30, 2007, December 3, 2007 and December 5, 2007 are in compliance with 
the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure statements have 
been considered by the examiner. 

III. Restriction/Election 

A. Election: Applicant's Response 

Applicants' election without traverse of Group I in the reply filed on November 30, 
2007 is acknowledged. 

Subject matter not encompassed by elected Group I are withdrawn from further 
consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142 (b), as being drawn to nonelected inventions. 
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IV. Rejections 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 11-16, 18, 22-33, 35 and 50-55 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. Specifically, the phrase 
"having the formula" or "has the formula" renders the products indefinite as the phrase 
"having the formula" or "has the formula" can be considered open-ended language 
when not clearly defined and therefore is including additional subject matter in the 
compounds of the formula represented in the instant claims that is not described in the 
instant specification and is not particularly pointed out or distinctly claimed. A claim to a 
chemical compound cannot be open-ended, but must be claimed with precision. This 
rejection can be overcome by amending the phrase "having the formula" or "has the 
formula" to read "of the formula" in claims 1 1-16, 18, 22-33, 35 and 50-55. 

V. Objections 

Claim Obiection-Non Elected Subject Matter 
Claims 11-16, 18, 22-33, 35 and 50-55 are objected to as containing non-elected 
subject matter. To overcome this objection, Applicant should submit an amendment 
deleting the non-elected subject matter.
